2. (Currently Amended) The curable composition according to Claim U 

wherein the polyether polymer (I) has a number average molecular weight determined by 
gel permcadon chromatography of not lower than 1 5,000.

of the total of the vinyl monomers composing the vinyl polymer, and (b3) the alkyl acrylate 
having an alkyl group of 8 to 20 carbon atoms in a weight ratio of not lower than 4% and not 
more than 35 % per-of the total of the vinyl monomers composing the vinyl polymer.

frmctional group.

wherein the vinyl polymer (II) has an alkenyl group as the crosslinkable functional group 
at a polymer t erminus. 

24. (Currently Amended) The curable composition according to Claim 22^ 

which further Qontaina comprises a hydrosilyl group-containing compound. 

25. (Currently Amended) A formed body» 

which is obtained by curing the curable composition according to Claim 1 . 
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
